torney recalled hastily the work of his 
own investigators. 

Hoyne dictated an interview in 
which he said evidence against Webb al- 


ready had been presented;to the grand |. 


jury .and that inquisitorial body might be 
expected to return an indictment soon. 
It was also recalled by the state's attor- 
ney that other investigators had fourd 
salesmen from the Puhl-Webb Coffee 
company had explained to prospective 
customers that tax reductions were in 
orcer if they purchased Puhl-Webb coffee. 


Statement by Hoyne. ; 

Mr, Hoyne said an examination of the 

books of the board Of revicw veriticd 
these reports. His statement follows: 

“This is a story of a _dctective who 
couldn't keep still. Mr. Lyons is a spotter 
formerly employed-by the Burns detec- 
tive agency to get evidence on dining car 
conductors supposed to be grafting. 

. About six or eight months ago when the 
lax investigation starfed a man fromSt. 
Louis who is in the coffee business came 
to my office and. told me that Thomas J. 
Webb of the board of review was abusing 
his privilege as a member of that bdard. 

* He told me Mr. Webb was getting or- 
ders from various railroads, hotels, res- 
taurants, and our leading clubs for coffee 
in exchange for favors from his office. He 
asked me whether I would use any evi- 

' dence in uncovering tax abuses that he 
would present. I assured him that 
would. 

“On Job Weeks.” 

‘*‘He said he had the Burns agency on 
the job for several weeks or months. We 
arranged a meeting at the Palmer house, 
at which were present William J. Burns 
Raymond Burns—his son, who has charge 
of the local office—the man from §&t. 
Louis, and his Chicago representatives 
and myself. They read a digest of reports 
from their investigation and requested 
me to keep them informed with the re- 
ports and progress of my investigation. 

“| referred the subject to Assistant 
State’s Attorney Hayden N. Bell and my 

secre.ary, E. J. Fleming. The report 
described the methods used, or supposed 
to be used, by Mr. Webb’s representa- 
tives in obtaining new business and men- 
tioned formal solicitations made to presi- 
dents of railroads, hotels, country clubs, 
and other clubs, and mentioned names of 
different gentlemen from whom busines» 
Was solicited and from whom business 
Was obtained. 


Find Some Evidence. 

“We prepared a digest of these re- 
ports and checked the names on the rec- 
ords of the board of review and the board 
of assessors and found what we believed 
to be sufficient corroboration of the story 
that numerous persons who gave business 
to the Webb Coffee company had their 
taxes reduced while others who did not 
had their taxes raised or they remained 
stationary. The Burns agency was not 
in the employ of the state’s attorney.”’ 

“You mean you have the information 
that the taxes of firms which bought 
coffee from the Puhl-Webb Coffee com< 
pany were reduced by Mr. Webb as a 

_ member of the board of review ?” Mr. 
Hoyne was asked. 

“Thats what I have tried to make 
clear. I have never seen Lyons. Some 
six weeks ago Mr. Bell, who was in 
charge of the investigation, told me there 
was a sudden change in the reports of

Building, Near Death — 
from a Blow. 


BLOOD TRAIL UPSTAIRS. 


Victim Unable to Tell About 
Attack; Police Blame 
the Crime on 
Robbers. 


A new loop mystery arose yesterday to 
occupy the attention of the police at the 
end of their rprofitlezs investigations in 
the Emsheimer death enigma. 

The vict'm in the new/>mystery, an old 
man, who has served for years as night 
watchman and night.fireman in the Ohio 
building, at Congress street and Wabash 
avenue, is still alive. 
able to aid detectives he might as well 
ulready be dead. 

At St. Luke's hospital, where the old 
man has been lying unconscious since 
early yesterday morning with his skull 
emashed in, it-was said he had only afew 


more fours of life. 


The old man’s name is James Christen- 
son. He is 66 years of age, married, and 
lives at 2521 Wilcox avenue. 


Looks After Boiler Room Fires. 

Christenson went to work Saturday 
night at 6 o'clock. He first looked after 
the fires in the boilcr room, for the most 
important part of the night man’s job in 
the Ohio building is to keep up plenty of 
steam for use in the hot room of the 
Kercher baths, which occupy part of the 
basement. | | 

So far as he could without neglecting 
the all important boilers, it was Chrie- 
tenson’s business to protect the offices 
and stores in the upper part of the five 
story building. Every couple hour. 
he was expected to run the elevator to 
the top flOor and back, occasionally un- 
locking the door of the Moffett photo- 
graph studio at the street level, to see 
that everything was well. 


Goes Through Usual Routine. 

Christenson went through his routine 
uninterrupted unti! midnight. On the 
stroke of 12, as was his habit, he slipped 
out the front door with his coffee pail. 
As was also his habit, he locked the door 
behind him, although the lunchroom ip 
which the coffee pail was filled nightly 
—one of the Messinger string of res- 
taurants—was only a couple of doors 
away. 

The old man hurried back to the engine 
room with his coffee, for he was worried 
when. away from the fires. 

There are no regular burglar alarms 
and no regular signal boxes in the build- 
ing, which the man or men who were 
hiding inside probably knew well. But 
there was a very effective sort of alarm 
system in operation just the same—with 
the steam room in the bath house as its 
‘*indicator.”’ . 

So long as the steam room stayed hot 
all was well. Were the fires neglected 
more than a few minutes at atimea drop 
in temperature would be certain. 

Steam Falls; Something Wrong. 

At 12:30 o'clock the steam room tem- 
perature began to fall rapidly. It was the 
first time such a thing had ever happened 
with Christenson on the job. 

The night clerk in the Kercher baths 
sent a negro porter to Investigate. A mo- 
ment later the porter sce osintaee yelling for 
help. 

“ They’ve killed Christenson!" he cried. 

Before the night clerk went to see for 
himself what had happened he sent a call 
to the South Clark street police and to the 
day engineer of the building. With him, 
too, keeping up the steam through the 


-| bath house was & vital matter, 


Found Covered with Blood. 

Christenson, who had been sitting ina 
chair in the engine room when the negro 
saw him, was leaning outside the door 
leading from the bathhouse to the base- 
ment proper when the night clerk opened 
it. He fell forward on the tile floor. His 
head was covered with blood. 

The old man was conscious, but so dazed 
he could not tell what had happened. He 
was able to go through the routine of 
telling his name and where he lived when 
the police ambulance and detectives ar- 
rived, but that was all. 

“What happened to you?’ asked De 
tective Wild of the South Clark street 
station. 

” T don’t know,”’ mumbled Christenson. 

“ Did some one hit you or did you fal! 
down?” 7 

“I don’t know.” 

The front door of the building was 
closed but not locked. A bunch of keys on 
which was the one fitiing the front door 
and others giving the wetchmean entry 


into the Moffett studio and other offices 


was missing. Apparently Christenson’s 
asailants had let themeelves out when 
they heard the negro’s approach, and 
carried away the keys. 

Christenson’s wife said he had about 
$2u with him, to be spent for Christmas 
presents. The money and a doliar watch 
also had been taken.

Cincinnatl, O., Dec. 20.~—[Special.]—Eu- 
gene Zimmerman, former president of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton rail- 
road and wealthy financier of this city, 
died suddenly at a club here today from 
hemorrhage of the lungs. 

He had not been In the best of health 
for several weeks, but was not thought 
seriously ill. 

Mr. Zimmerman's only child, Helena, 
married the Duke of Manchester in 1900 
after which Mr. Zimmerman spent much 
of his time in Europe and New York. 

Until the Duchess of Manchester can 
be heard from no arrangements for the 
funeral! will be made. 

Studying Rail Deal Records 

When he was seized by the fatal attack 
he was engaged in studying records of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton reil- 
road preparatory, it is believed, to testi- 
fying before.Commissioner Hall of the 
interstate commerce commission, who is 
conducting an investigation of the sale 
of that road and the Pere Marquette to 
J. P. Morgan & Co. 

Mr. Zimmerman was active in bringing 
about the union of the two railroads and 
was prominent in the sale of the Cin- 
einnati, Hamilton and Dayton, which for 
the second time is in the hands of a re- 
ceiver. :

Served in Civil War. 

Mr. Zimmerman was a veteran of the 
civil war, a thirty-second degree Mason, 
and a membe; of the Loyal Legion. 

He was born in Vicksburg, Miss., in 
1845, but was a resident of this city when 
the war started and served on union gun- 
boats on the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, 


‘finally reaching the rank of commander. 


After the war he engaged in railroad 
construction work and became a leading 
construction engineer. The large Chesa- 


peake and Ohio railroad bridge over the | 


Ohio river at this city was designed by 
him and built under hie supervision. 

He entered many large financial deals, 
principally in railroad stocks. 

Three years ago Mr. Zimmerman caused 
@ sensation when he threatened to be- 
come an English citizen if Roosevelt 
again was elected president. The Cincin- 
nati man said the election of the colonel 
would be the first step toward a dictator- 
ship in America, and when that happened 
he preferred a country that waa a liberal

Mme. Schwimmer Decries Dr. 
David Starr Jordan’s ‘Wait- 
ing’ Policy. 


Mme. Rosika Schwimmer, Hungarian 
pacifist, clashed peaceably, but no less 
nassionately with David Starr Jordan, 
president of Leland Stanford universiiy 
and celebrated peace advocate, at a meet- 
ing of the Chicago Peace society at the 
Hotel La Salle yesterday. 

Following an address tn which Dr. Jor- 
don had laid the war at the doors of 
Europe's professional military men, and, 
generally speaking, had taken the view 
of an extreme pacifist. Mme. Schwim- 
mer, with a quick flung apology for dif- 
fering with the spirit of the meeting, 
roundly denounced American peace work 
as “ pretty theortes " with “ nothing 
doing in practice.” 

Talk, but Do Little, 

“ You talk ‘of Lioyds thinking that the 
war will be over by April, you talk of Bel- 
gium, and you talk and talk, but you ac- 
complish mothing for we sufferers on the 
other side,’ she cried, alluding to pottions 
of Dr. Jordan's speech. | 

** Today—not tomorrow—is the time to 
act if we are to have peace. Peace action 
must come from you now, if you do hot 
want to wait for more suffering—till the 
last woman is a widow and the last child 
an orphan! 

* You talk of our women crying out and 
ending the war. If you wait for that the 
war will never end. We can't ory out. 
Our voices are choked in our throats. If 
we had had more practice and fewer 
theories we never would have had this 
war. We pacifists need not deceive our- 
selves. We, too, have had our part in 
teading the world to war.” 

Would Take Defeat First. 

Dr. Jordan’s talk, which led up to Mme. 
Schwimmer’s outburst against scholastic 
methods in handling peace problems, was 
scarcely less surprising to some of those 
present when he declared that “I would 
rather see this country defeated than 
militarized.”’ 

In a humorously satirical vein he sheet 
tured each of the countries involved in 
the war, disclaiming responsibility for it 
after the first week of hostilities. 

“Tt wasn't always 80,” said Dr. Jor- 
dan. “ Alexander died sighing for more 
millions to murder. 

“ Julius Caesar, great pirate, murderer, | 
and robber that he was, never denied his 
responsibility. 

Admitted They Robbed. 

* Napoleon killed thrée or four million 
of Europe's best, but never tried to shirk 
the responsibility. 

‘* Biemarck never denied that he robbed 
| Denmark and threw Austria out of the 
back window because there were 46 many 
Catholics in Austria or that he tried to 
plecd France white. Honest olf sooun- 
aredi " 


r-Peltar Gifts . 
Urged for City 


(By the Rev. Philip Yarrow.) 


The Hev. Philip Yarrow presented Chi- 
cago with ten Christmas gifts of $1,000,000 
each last evening—in imaginary money. 
Speaking at the Morgan Park Congrega- 
tional church the Rev. Mr. Yarrow ae- 
serted the city would have the merriest 
and most constructive year of its history 
if $10,000,000 were donated for the fol- 
lowing purposes:

General Education Board Re- 
ports $40,000,000 Obtained 
fo $10,000,000 Given. 


New York, Dec. 20.—Why the general 
education board founded by John D. 
Rockefeller makes it a policy to give only 
a part of funds required by a specific in- 
stitution is explained under the heading 
of * Conditional Giving" in the third in- 
stallment of a report outlining in detad 
its policies and achievements, 

The board says that ae a result of its 
efforts institutions have themselves 
started / campaigns to raise additional 
sums and individuals have made bequests 
in their wille for institutions. 

“Up to June 1, 1914,”’ the report says, 
“the general education board made con- 
tributions to 103 colleges and universities; 
to nineteen of these it has made a second 
appropriation. The eum pledged by the 
board amounts to $10,582,501. The in- 
stitutions assisted have themselves un- 
dertaken to raise additional sums ag- 
gregating almost $40,000,000. 

“Through the activities of the board, 
therefore, $50,384,823 shortiy will have 
been added to colleges and university re- 
sources.”" 


Colleges Take Initiative. - 

The report continues: — : 

‘“‘ It should, however, be stated that this 
does not mean that the board requires 
an institution to raise any particular sum 
or to raise money in any particular way. 
Not the board, but the institution, takes 
the initiative by announcing its intention 
to undertake the raising of a certain sum 
be toward which a contribution is requested

_ ENCORES AND APPLAUSE. 

There are many sensitive souls who find ap- 
plause—the clapping of hands—utterly barbarous 
and intolerable.

_ average person cares nothing about organic strue- 
ture, proportion, and the like: he knows what he 
likes and wants it repeated at any cost. Usually 
he is indulged, but the strict classicists are becom- 
ing more and more reluctant to indulge him. 

The anti-encore case is reinforced by a rather 
metaphysical argument in the Independent. In 
substance the argument is that an encore is im- 
possible in the nature of things, since a song or 
piece of orchestral musie repeated is not the same 
piece at all. It has lost something—its novelty, 
ite fresh charm, its surprise; and the auditor, there- 
fore, ig not in the same frame of mind toward it.

It has been announced that the administration 
will support the McKellar bill to establish fifty 
training schools for officers, each school to receive 
300 cadets and offer them a three year course, a 
training as nearly up to the West Point standard 
as it can be made. That would give the United 
States 5,000 officers annually. They would be citi- 
zens trained and accustomed to arms. 

Evidently, then, the president was not merely 
rhetorical when he spoke of a citizen army. It 
may be found, as the legislative program is de- 
veloped, that he favors the passage of a new army 
law and the making of appropriations which will 
permit the enlistment and effective training of men 
who are willing to devote part of their leisure to 
the mastery of military duties. 

It may be that Mr. Wilson believes in an ef- 
fective citizen army of the United States and that 
his suggestion to congress was intended for its full 
worth. In such case we shall find the adminis- 
tration supporting a bill to encourage and receive 
enlistments for adequate training. If this be found 
to be the case the criticism that the administration 
has no military policy whatever will be disarmed, 

Mr. Wilson is avowedly against the professional 
military establishment. The assumption that he 
is against all military preparedness is based on 
that avowal, but it dges not follow any plain in- 
terpretation of ‘his words. In this session of con- 
gress it will be seen what justification there is 
for it.

France and England, which always 
have looked upon this phantasmagoria of 
a nationality wedged into their African 
colonies as a nuisance, now have resolved 
to put an end thereto, once and for ali 
time, and are making preparations to 
divide up Liberia between them. They 
were willing enough to put up with this 
black republic as long as it remained 
neutral. But now that it has openly 
joined Germany, there is no reason for 
any further forbearance. 

It may be recalled that some six years 
ago Sir Harry Johnston, the famous 
African explorer, who atill is carried on 
the list of the English foreign office as a 
minister plenipotentiary, and who knows 
more about Liberia than any other white 
man living, paid a visit to America and 
made a stay of some duration at Wash- 
ington, for the purpose of sounding the 
United States government with regard to 
its attitude in the event of the annexa- 
tion of Liberia by Great Britain, to pre- 
vent its acquisition in one form or an- 
other by Germany. | 

It is asserted that Sir Harry carried 
away with him the conviction that the 


United States government did not con- 


sider itself in any way as the guardian 
of Liberia and that under no circum- 
stances would there be any extension of 
the Monroe doctrine across the Atlantic 
ocean. Sir Harry wae informed, it ie said, 
that while the United States entertained 
a historic sympathy for the black repub- 
lic because it was founded by American 
negroes. yet that it could not dream of 
intervening in any situation discussed ag 
likely to develop, 
~~ 

While Monrovia, the capital, is civilized, 
after a fashion, the interior and hinter- 
land of the republic remain steeped in the 
deepest forms of barbarism. The popu- 
lation there resists the authority of the 
Liberian government, which ts powerless 
to enforce it, and this results in lawless- 
nese all along the borders of the adjoining 
English and French colonies, and in raids 
from Liberia into French and British 
territory. 

Then, too, the English have had control 
of the customs of Liberia, which have 
been hypothecated to them as a security 
foraloan. But it always has been found 
dificult to coMect the customs. dues, and 
the natives were encouraged in their re- 
sistance to pay by the Germans.’ 

If the English government dispatched 
Sir Harry Johnston to Washington it was 
because it realized that its annexation of 
Liberia would create a good deal of il! 
feeling among the colored population of 
America, especially among those cle- 
ments thereof which are affiliated with

Indeed, he is no other than that 
Gen. Radko Dimtrijeff who played a 
leading réle in the first Balkan war ae 
commander of that Bulgarian army which 
carried everything before it to the Turk- 
ish lines of Tchatal-Djagh, almost within 
sight of Constantinople, and who re. 
ceived the surrender of the great Otte 
man fortress of Adrianople. 

Indeed, he won so much fame that he 
was known throughout the Balkans as 
*‘ Napoleon Tcheto,” or Little Napoleon, 
by reason of his striking personal resem- 


. blance to the great French emperor and 


also because of his victories. So great 
was his popularity among his fallow 
countrymen after the war that King 
Ferdinand grew alarmed and considered 
it advisable as a measure of prudence to 
get him out of the country. So he ap- 
pointed him to the post of Bulgarian 
minister plenipotentiary at St, Peters- 
burg.

When the czar went to war Dimtrijeff at 
once telegraphed to King Ferdinand his 
resignation as envoy, turned over the

King Ferdinand pro- 
fessed to be greatly affronted, although 
probably glad of an opportunity of ridding 
himself of so popular a military leader, 
who might become @ danger to his throne.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—[Special. ]

and swindlers and give publicity to the 


fraud orders and other efforts of the gov- 


ernment to clip the wings of these human 

birds of prey, are praised in the annual 

report of W. H. Lamar, solicitor of the 

— departinent, made public to- 
y. 

During the year ending June 30 last 
forty-five fraudulent concerns were put 
out of business by the department. Many 
of them were medical quacke whose oper- 
ations were brought to the attention of 
the government by the exposures pub- 
lished by Tue TRIBUNE. 


Quacks Rely on Advertising. 

“ However much the public may ap- 
preciate the work done in excluding 
fraudulent concerns from the mails, and 
however much the advertising agents 
amd publishers may realize the justice of 
it, the fact remains that these concerns 
do pay an enormous amount for adver- 
tising,”” Solicitor Lamar says. “ In fact, 
that is by far their greatest expense. In 
one case the evidence showed that sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars had been 
paid for advertising during a period of 


eighteen months, as high as $50,000 hay- 


| ing been paid in a sirugle month. 


** It will be readily seen, therefore, that 
the financial interests of some publica- 
tions will be ser‘ously affected by the loss 


of this class of advertising if the loss is 


that some 


not made up in another way, and it is not 
expected that hearty codperation can be 
enlisted at once from all publishers. 


Praise for Clean Newspapers. 
“ In this connection it is worthy of note 
newspapers have studiously 


/avoided publishing any matter relating 
| to the issuance of fraud orders, asserting 


that they feared libel euits. 
“ Asa matter of fact, a number of news- 
papers do give the greatest publicity to 


_ these fraud orders, and I have yet to hear 
of any civil or criminal action being at-- 
tempted against them for the publication 
of such news. 


Sees Reform in Advertising. 

“It is a pleasure to state that there is 
a growing class of advertising managers 
and publishers who take the position that 
clean, honest advertising alone should 
be accepted; that as a matter of good 
morals the publishers can permit no other 
kind of advertising; and that as a matter 
of business it will pay the publishers to 
keep their advertising columns cleam and 
permit no deception to be practiced upon 
their readers.”’

“To say that the federal reserve sys- 
tem act*constitutes a remedy in lieu of 
a proper farm credit law is the veriest 
nonsense and will not fool the farmers. 
It was not considered a proper remedy 
by any one at the time the law was made. 
The advocates of farm credit then were 
put off with a promise that if they would 
keep it out of that bill they would be 
given a real farm credit law. 

‘Many congressmen of ail parties and 
the farmers generally expected this 
promise to be fulfilled, but the farm credit 
Dili was cut out of the program at the 
last moment and the committee on bank- 
ing and currency ceased to work on !t. 
We had hoped it would be taken up this

There 
was blood on his lamp, his shovel, on the 
walls of the engine room and the corridor 
leading from it and on a three foot length 
of three-quarter inch iron pipe lying at 
the top of the engine room steps. It was 
the pipe, used ordinarily for breaking up 
packing boxes and kept in another place, 
with which the police believe Christen- 
son was struck. 


Think He Was Hit in Basement. 

The blood stains on the shovel led the 
police to adopt their present theory that 
Christenson was in the engine room when 
he was siugged. In his daze, it is be- 
lieved, Christenson thought only of the 
necessity of keeping his’ boilers hot, 


seized his shovel and started to pile coal 


on the fires. 

Accounting for the blood trail between 
the engineroom and the Moffett studio. 
detectives say Christenson probably 
groped his way upstairs, intending to 


telephone to the day engineer. It washis 


habit, it was learned, to use the studio 
telephone for such communications, The 
weight of the iron sliding door pro- 
tecting the rear entrance to the studio 
might well have been ‘too much for his 
failing strength. 

Detectives Wild one Waish of the 
South Clark street police station tried 
for hours to get a statement from Chris- 
tenson in the hospital. They were able to 
learn nothing of the attack. 


Believes Robbery Was Motive. 
Detective Wild said he is satisfied that 
the assault occurred in the engine room 
and that robbery was the motive.

INSURANCE NEED 

State Columiaion Urges 
‘Reforms After Making”

Fire insurance men are taking particu- 
lar interest in the report of the Missouri 
insurance commission which was appoint- 
ed by the governor following the suspen- 
sion of business on the part of fire com- 
panies in that state a year ago last spring. 
The governor used particular care in the 
appointment of the commission, and 


| named E. F. Goltra of St. Louis as chair- 
‘man. Mr. Goltra was infivential in bring- 


troubles between the fire insurance com- 
Panies and the state authorities. 

During the controversy between the 
state authorities and the insurance com- 
panies it became apparent to the busi- 
ness men of the state that a mere truce 
should not be declared, but that the whole 
fire insurance subject should be studied 
carefully by a disinterested commission 
and Missouri should have a set of insur- 
ance laws thet would be just to all sides 
and would prevent any such crisis as 
was brought about in 1018. 


Recommends Control of Rates. 

The report of the Gommission wil! have 
a far reaching effect, not only In Mis- 
souri, but in other states. It is not a 
one sided document. It points out the 
responsibility of the citizens and state 
officials, as well as the insurance com- 
panies. 

Following the decision of the United 
States Supreme court in the famous Kan- 
gas case to the effect that a state has 
the right to regulate fire insurance rates, 
the Missouri commission recommends a 
method of state control of rates. The 
commission declares that the citizens 
should assume their just share of blame 
for an abnormal fire loss, and it recom- 
mends measures to correct many exist- 
ing faults by legislation and a change in 
public.sentiment. It also points out some 
of the reforms that the insurance com- 
panies need to bring about. 

The commission traveled throughout 
the state holding public meetings and 
conferences where citizens and insurance 
men were privileged to express their 
views. It delved into the fihdings of the 
special committee of the insurance com- 
missioners’ convention on fire rating. 


Seeks to Correct Popular View. 
The commission states that a large per- 
centage of the people seem to have the 
impression that indemnity from loss by 
fire was purchased, and that acquiring 
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by Sre—namely: their policy—was & busi 
ness transaction involving nothing more 
than what would be rr lgege 8 the pur- 
chase of any commedity or ¢ of mer- 
chandise. The idea that the premium 
or money they handed to the insurance 
agent, wes practically their contribution 
to a common fund raised and distributed 
by thre companies to these who met with 
fire loss h@d. not been seriously consid- 
ered. The commission attempted to im- 
press on the people the real fundamentals 
of fire insurance by explaining that the 
fire insurance companies are merely the 
mediums of collecting and disbursing 4& 
less fund. AR ep ke 

One important point brought out in the 
hearing was the fact that states that 
have fire maresbal laws are driving out 
“fire bugs" to other states that have 
no such law. Illinois, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Towa, Kansas, and Nebraska all 
have fire marshal laws. Missouri has 
no such -statute, and hence it is a free 
field for the “man with the torch,” and 
the state is feeling the result. The com- 
mission therefore unanimously recom- 
mends the passage of a state fire marsha] 


law. : 
Report of Rates Main Point. 

Both insurance men and the public are more, 
interested in the conclueions that, thie com- 
mission reached as to fire insurance rates than 
in any other part of the report. To sum up the 
features of the rating machinery recommended, 
the commission advices that rating bureaus be 
maintained, but operated by the insurance com- 
panies. All the companies, including the mu- 
tuals, must either subscribe te a bureau or 
maintain their own rating records. 

‘There should be full publicity of rates and 
rating records, with the right of supervision 
and inspection by the superintendent of ineur- 
ance. Compulsory adherence to rates should be 
adopted and there shoufd be a stringent anti- 
rebate and anti-disorimination law. The su- 
perintendent of inevrance should be given au- 
thority to remove rate discriminations on writ- 
ten complaint and after a hearing. 

There should be no interference by the state 
as to rates, except for the removal of dis- 
crimination, until it appears that the ratee re- 
sult in an excessive aggregate profit. A gen- 
eral reduction in rates should be authorised 
when a five years’ expertence shows an exces- 
sive profit. There should be a court review of 
orders for reduction of rates and companies 
should be authorized to collect rates they claim 
are proper, holding the difference in trust pend- 
ing the outcome of the litigation, 

This is a definite program of rating that the 
commission has approved, and it seems to be 
about as fair as could be expecte 


Favors Joint Rate Bureaus, 


The commission pointed out the ditficulties 
in fixing fire insurance rates, especially owing 
to the fact that the price must be determined 
before the cost js known; the only guide to 
the probable cost is past experience, and the 
commission believes that a proper classification 


should be maintained by the companies as @ 
guide. The commission states that to compel | 
companies to individually rate each risk would 
make fire insurance extravagant, and in many | 
cases prohibitive. Therefore, the necessity of | 
rating bureaus in some form is recognized asa 
business necessity, and the commission asserts | 
that the most s4tisfactory conditions prevail 
where laws have been passed for the regulation 
of rating bureaus rather than for their sup- 
preasion. Joint codperative rating must be rec- 
ognized, therefore, according to the commis- 
gion, but it should be subject to proper limita- 
tion and official supervision. 

The commission believes that if rating bu- 
reaus are properly controlied and supervised 
and publicity be given to their transactions, 
the public will have little to compiain of, es- 
pecially if anti-rebate and anti-discrimination 
laws are passed. 

One of the strong features of the commission's 
proposals is the strict prohibition of secret 
rate cutting, which nevertheless leaves the 
principle of competition in free operation so 
long as competition is eonducted openly. One 
of the complaints offered by the citizens during 
the hearing of the commissioners waa the fact

Will Visit One Each Week. 

“We have the names of twenty public 
halls which we have decided to investi- 
gate oncea week. Theclubwomen will go 
as dancers. Their presence will not be 
known to the proprietors. 

“They will take notice of any miscon- 
duct, but wil say nothing. Their reports 
will come to me, and I shall go to the 
proper authorities. None of the inveati- 
gators will make an arrest and create a 
scene in the dance hall. It is much better 
to act after the conditions are -known. 
The ventilation of the halls will have spe- 
cial scrutiny. ; 

‘* Beverat dance halls already have been 
inspected. But we have not gone to the 
worst ones yet. , 

“One I visited was divided into two 
rooms. Une room was for the modern 
dances, The other was for the two-step 
and watz. The police officers stayed tn 
tne quiet room with the waltzers. The 
modern dancers were much more free in 
this room. The men saat at tables emok- 
ing. Clouds of smoke floated over them 
while they danced.” . 


Smoke as They Dance. 

The principal thing objected to by the 
visitors at these places was the way the 
men smoked while dancing. 

As a result of their visits the club women 
hope to divorce the saloon from the dance 
hall, they said.

The suspension of six detectives in ad- 
dition to those already removed from 
duty is soon to be asked by State's Attor- 
ney Hoyne, it became known yesterday. 
Mr. Hoyne admitted the added sugpen- 
sions requested might be as many ae ten. 

At present the prosecutor, abandoning 
the policy of publicity which he followed 
in bringing about the last suspensions, is 
keeping secret the identity of the potice- 
men likely to be named tin true bills. 
Only members of the grand jury and as- 
sistan ° close in the state’s attorney's 
confidence know who they are. 

Another development of the day was 
Mr. Hoyne’s announcement that he had 
obtained from several confidence men 
corroborating the bribery 
charges on which four policemen have 
been indicted. The extra witnesses, the 
prosecutor hopes, will clinch the state’s 

At the same time it became known that 
considerable evidence tending to connect 
policemen with the collection of protec- 
tion money from gamblers is being piled 
up in the north aide. It is this evidence, 
it is believed, on which thé six—or the 
seven, eight, nine, or ten—detectives are 
expected to be indicted.

000 Burglaries and 1,200 
Holdups Reported, 
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{1,700 AUTOS ALSO TAKEN. 
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The werk of thieves, burglars, 
Pickpeckets, rebbers, confidence 
men, and other swindlers in Chi- 
eago for 1914 will aggregate more 
than 81,250,000, as follows:

Chief of Police Gleason’s annual report, 
on which he now is at work, will show 
startling figures regarding thefts, bur- 
glaries, and robberies during the year. 
The total value of property stolen will 
be far in exceas of $1,000,000. 


about 1,200 holdup robberies since Jan. 
1. There also were 200 attempts at rob- 
bery. Since Dec. 1 there have been 170 
holdups in which revolvers were used. 
The total amount of money and valuables 
taken from the 1,200 victims of robberies 
on the street and otherwise is about $50,- 
000. For the last eight weeks there have 
been an average of eight holdups reported 
a day. 

The year’s report will show a total! of 
10,000 burglaries of all description. Loot 
valued at $1,000,000 is what Chicago 
paid as tribute to safe robbers, prowlers, 
sneak thieves, and sécond story workers. 


1,700 Atttos Taken. 

Almost. 1,700 automobiles have been 
stolen since Jan. 1, moet of which were 
recovered. About 200 cars are still out. 
Accessories taken from the stolen ma- 
chinee were valued at $25,000. 

Merchandise and provisions stolen from 
wagons during the year, eccording to po- 
lice figures, will show a total of $25,000, 

There have been 1,000 persons robbed 
by pickpockets, with a total] loss of $10,-

Automobile thieves have 
been unusually active, but the police have 
recovered about 90 per cent of cars

FREE LANCE TAXI DRIVER 
MAKES SELF-DEFENSE CI.AIM 


Arthur West, Accused of Using Re- 
volver, Insists Rival Chauffeurs 
Set On Him. 


Arthur West, who says he is organizer 
for an embryo independent taxicab chauf- 
feurs’ association, is locked up in the 
South Clark street police station charged 
with assault with a deadly weapon. 

West, it is alleged, used his revolver 
Saturday night when he got into a fight 
with Thomas Hogan, superintendent for 
the Shaw Taxi company, outside the 
Stratford hotel.

OLSON SCENTS A 
HARRISON PLOT 


Judge Calls Lower “Handy 
Man of Mayor’; Decries 
Court Inquiry. 


SEES POLITICAL ‘RUSE. 


Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Mu- 
nicipal court last night accused the city 
administration of a plot to “ blow him 
up.’" He intimated that Mayor Harrison 
was back of a political scheme to em- 
barrass him by having the efficiency divi- 
sion of the civil service commission make 
an investigation of the Municipal court 
offices. Judge Olson has been mentioned 
as a probable Republican candidate for 
mayor. 

The jurist directed his fire chiefly 
against Elton Lower of the civil service 
commission. He characterized Mr. Lower 
as a ‘“‘handy man for the administration.”’ 
and resorted to several other harsh terms 
in speaking of the merit board commis- 
shoner. 


Started by Merriam. 

The proposed investigntion was ordered 
by the council finance committee on 
motion of Ald. Charles E. Merriam. Mr. 
Lower, accompanied by Maj. James Miles 
of the efficiency division, attempted to 
arrange for the inquiry at a conference 
with Judge Olson. The jurist told them 
Lhe was euspicious of their motives.’ 

These developments came to light ata 
meeting of the finance committee on Sat- 
urday, when Chairman Richert was in- 
structed to “summon” Judge Olson. 
Whether the judge will permit himself to 
be placed “‘on trial’’ has not been dis- 
closed. 

“TI told Lower I thought he was «a 
handy man for the administration and 
he got angry,” said Judge Olson last 
evening. “I think he is the emootheet 
thing in the/oity hell. He is @ clever 
proposition. ; 


. Sixth Sense Tells Him. 

“When he came up with Maj. Miles I 
suspected him of trying to unload on me. 
The civil service commission has nothing 
to do with our court. I may have been 
wrong, but I have a sixth sense which 
tells ine Lower is a handy man for the 
administration, 

“TI got a telephone call this morning 
from a promin¢ént man, who was told by a 
well known city hall reporter there is a 
move to blow Olson up. Now I under- 
stand that Lower was influenced by a 
cheap political motive. He’sa handy man, 
and they hit on this investigation just at 
this particular time when I have been 
mentioned as a cand'date for mayor. 

“ Ald. Merriam told me he has asked 
the civil service commission to make a 
good many investigations, but he never 
knew a case where they got to work so 
quickly. — ; |

* Lower got sore because I referred te 
his connection with the police investiga- 
tion report.
